Homestead Regulaticns. 


All even-nambered sections of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Ter- 
ritories, except S and 26, which have not 
been homesteaded, reserved to provide wood 
‘ots for settlers. or other parposes, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of a family, or mate over eighteen years 
of age, to the extent cf one quarter section 
of 160 acres, more or less, 

ENTRY. 

Entry may be inade personally at the local 
Iand ofiice in which the land to be taken is 
situate, or if the homesteaier desires he may. 
on application te the Minister of the Inter- 
ior, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of Domin- 
ion Lands, Winnipeg, receive authority for 
some one to make the entry for him. A fee 

of 210 is charred for an ordinary homes‘ead 
entry; but for lands which have been occu 
iD fied an additional fee of R10 is chargeable to 
meet inspection and cancellation expenses. 


HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 

Under the present law homes'end drties 
may be performed in three way-, and on 
making application for entry the scttler 
must declare under which of the following 
conditions he eleets to hold his land: 

1, Three years’ cultivation and residence, 
coins which period the settler may not be 

absent for more than six months in any one 
year withont forfeiting the entry. 

2. Residence for three vears anvwhere 

within two mites of the homestead quarte r 
section, and afterwards actnal residence in a 
habitab!e house upon the homestead for 
three months next prior to application for 
patent. Under this svatem 10 xcrea mast be 
broken the first year after ent: v, 15 addition 
= n the scevud, and 15 in the third sear; 

0 acres to be in crop the second year, and 
25 acres the third year. 

3. The five venrx’ evstem unter which a 
settler may reside any where for the first two 
years (but must perfect hie entry by comm- 
mencing cultivation within sx mouthe after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acrea the 
first year, cropping those 5 acres and break - 
ing 10 acres additional the recond year, and 
alse building a habitable house before the 
end of the second year. The settler muat 
cotnmence actual residence on the homestead 
at the expiration of two years from the date | 
of entry. and thereafter reside upon and eul- |

method. A subscriber, Mr. M. A. Cation 
makes boxes 12x14 inches, six inches deep, 
one fer each calf. He keepe his calves in 

ns 6x7 feet, and keeps one calf in cach b 

¢ has a smal! manger in each pen in which 
to feed hay, and in this pen he places the 
box, letting the calves out in day-time ts 
give them sunlight and exercise. He begins 
with two quarts twice a day and increases 
the amount gradually. He milks half the 
amount and distri it and then gives 
the rest after this is disposed of. 

This is a very good method, but it can be 
improved upon. We have found no bet 
ter_way than to make stanchions, using twu 
fence boards below and two above, wide

in the usual way. The stanchions should be 
sixteen inches t In front place a com- 
mon trough je out of twelve-inch plank 


and partition if off so as to make a box for 
each calf about [2x14 inches, and with » 
chisel scoop out in the center in the bottom 
® space about three or four inches in diame- 
ter, into which the milk will run when the 
supply is nearly exhausted. Put the calvee 
in the stanchions, fasten them and then 
give cach one its supply ef milk Let 
them remain till theip»mouths are dry 
and then turn them out in the sunlight toe 
rack of nice, sweethay. There will then be 
no trouble about sucking ears. ete. Te teach 
them to eat grain early, as soon 4a they are 
old enough, take a pail of ground oats and 
corn, pass along in frent and put a small 
handful in each calf's mouth hefore they are 
turned outof the stanchions. This will give 
them a taste, and after two or three days of 
this experience it can be put in the trough 
after the milk is fed and each one can get 
iteshare. In thix way a dozen calves can 
he fed in about as many minutes,
